We members of the 
Borneo Amateur Radio Club first activated it as 9M4SEB in 2006. In 2010, 
9M6DXX/P and 9M6XRO/P also operated from Sebatik. The IOTA website shows 
22% of claimants with OC-295 from these operations. The confusion arises 
because Sebatik Island is a split sovereignty island - the northern part belongs to 
Malaysia and the south to Indonesia. This will actually be the first operation from 
the YB side. It will also be a chance for me to work OC-295 :-)".
